BERLIN, July 23.—(4)—A threat 
to legislate Jews out of Germany was 
the loudest gun fired today in the 
nazis’ big drive against “reactionaries” 
as it swerved temporarily away from 
Catholics and war veterans to smash 
at Hebrews. 

Julius Streicher, husky, bald nazi 
boss of Franconia, who is considered 
the soil of naziism’s hatred of Jews, 
voiced the threat in an address he de- 
livered at Bernaun, suburb of Berlin. 

He emphatically predicted anti-Se- 
mitic laws in the near future “to put 
Jews in their places’ —the first time 
any high official had said anti-Se- 
mitism “must” be made part of Ger- 
man law. 

Bitter Campaign in View. 

In bringing to the capital the bitter 
anti-Semitic campaign he already had 
spread throughout southern Germanys, 
Streicher admittedly was “preparing” 
the people for what “must come.” 

Action against Catholics today was 
confined to-General Hermann Wilhelm 
Goering’s decree dissolving the Cath- 
olic war veterans’ organization § in 
Prussia, of which he is premier, in 
another move to crush “political Ca- 
tholicism.” 

Goering’s decree, expected to be 
duplicated in other states, said sep- 
arate veterans’ organizations imperilled 
German unity. Officials of the Steel 
Helmet veterans’ organization, the 
German equivalent of the American 
Legion, quickly expressed fear destruc- 
tion of their formation would follow. 

Ease Up on Steel Helmets. 

However, Franz Seldte, Adolf Hit- 
ler’s minister of the interior and 
founder and leader of the Stahlhelm, 
finally located Der Fuehrer at Berch- 
tesfaden and returned to Berlin with 
the conviction that Hitler would not 
tolerate further dissolution of local 
Steel Helmet groups. 

In indication of this was the action 
of the governor of Mecklenburg in 
withdrawing orders he ‘had prepared 
for dissolution of Steel Helmets there. 

Further action against the veterans 
was expected to be postponed until 
after the nazi party’s September con- 
clave when unification of veterans’ 
organizations, including the Stahlhelm, 
was considered likely to be decided.

Third, the bill outlawed all suits

The senate today declined to heed 
a plea by the Ccetton Textile Institute 
to reconsider its action rejecting the 
provision for using 30 per cent of 
tariff revenues for financing export 
of surplus commodities. However, 
since the provision had been incorp- 
orated in the house bill and later 
stricken out by the senate, it was a 
subject for the senate-house confer- 
ence to consider.

The Washington and London naval 
limitations treaties end on December 
31, 1936, and unless a new agreement 
is achieved before the expiration of 
those pacts, there will he no interna- 
tional understanding limiting the size 
and strength of the world’s navies.

SIGHTS OF OLD LONDON, 
IlI—THE TOWER. 

During my first journey to Eng- 
land, I visited the famous “Tower 
of London,” and I went there again 
during a later trip. It is a famous 
and interesting sight; and is seen by 
thousands of tourists each year. 

There are 13 towers, not just one; 
and they were set up during a long

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period in English history. There is a 
legend that Julius Caesar built a 
fort on the spot, about 2,000 years 


ago. 

The first tower of which we have 
certain record was planned by Bishop 
Gundulf, and was built during the 


well. They were kept in dungeons, and 
some were tortured. 

Queen Anne Boleyn, second wife of 
King Henry VIII, was imprisoned in 
the tower; and not long afterward she 
was put to death. 


Before coming to the throne, Eliza- 
beth was kept in the tower for two 
months by order of her elder sister, 
Queen Mary. 

Another and far worse deed during 
Mary’s reign was the sending of Lady 
Jane Grey to the Tower of London, 
and the passing of the death sen- 
tence against her. This unhappy pris- 
oner was of royal descent, and had a 
good claim to the throne. She was 
only 15 years of age when, after the 
death of King Edward VI, her follow- 
ers caused her to be proclaimed queen. 
Nine days later, those who wanted 
Mary to be the ruler made Jane a 
prisoner and took her to the tower. 

Soon after Jane passed her six- 
teenth birthday, the fatal day eame. 
Young, pretty and bright-minded, she 
was a pitiful figure as she was led 
to the scaffold. 

Today the Tower of London serves 
as a museum. It contains the.erown 
jewels of England, which all may see 
under glass: and there is a fine col- 
lection of old-time armor. I remember 
seeing a suit of armor which was 
made for Henry VHI. It was very 
large, as it had to be to fit the bulky 
body of that king. ] 

We may shudder when we think 
of the cruel deeds which were done 
in the tower. and when we look at 
the things which were used to torture 
risoners and make them “confess ;” 
but we are cheered when we think 
that, in many ways, the human race 
has grown better.

IN TAX COLLECTIONS 


Assessors Forecast $150,000 
Shortage in Revenue for ~ 
Current Year. 


A deficit of $150,000 in ad valorem 
tax collections for. the year was fore- 
cast yesterday by tax assessors in a 
letter sent to Councilman Aubrey 
Milam, chairn.an of council's finance 
com mittee. 


Joe C. Little, senior tax assessor, 
listed the deficit through yesterday 
at $272,641.23, but added that addi- 
tional valuations may be added and 
cut the present shortage “in revenue 
to $100, or $150, by the end 
of the year.” 

The figures were compiled at Mi- 
lam's request, and will be submitted 
at the regular meeting of the finance 
committee, July 30, as an answer to 
an ultimatum from the aldermanic 
board that no further diversions of 
funds from savings on interest on 
loans will be tolerated if council re- 
fuses to allow’ reinstatement of 
$27,500 in salary cuts imposed on city 
employes. 

B. Graham West, city comptroler, 
was out of the city on vacation yes- 
terday, and has not yet compiled sta- 
tistics requested by Milam. It is an- 
ticipated, however, that he will have 
them ready for the finance committee 
session. ; 

An executive session of the finance 
committee and representatives of the 
Fulton County Board of Public Wel- 
fare will be held this afternoon in an 
effort to reopen a request of the 
board that the city pay to the board 
for distribution about $40,000.a year 
dedicated to about 20 Atlanta chari- 
table institutions. 

Previously, council turned down 
such a suggestion, but the board be- 
lieves that greater economy and ef- 
ficiency c.uld be obtained if the cen- 
tral body handled the funds.

CHICAGO, July 23.—(P)—Tun- 
bling Minneapolis wheat prices dis- 
turbed the Chicago market today and 
was partly responsible for a 3 cents 
drop here from early top levels. 

he break in the northwestern mar- 
ket was interpreted by bears here as 
an indication that crop damage from 
rust and drouth in spring wheat ter- 
ritory is proving less serious than ex- 
pected. , 

Minneapolis July wheat declined 5 
cents a bushel, the permissible limit, 
closing at $1.02 1-2, almost 20 cents 
above Chicago July and the only wheat 
quotation in the country higher than 
a dollar. September at Minneapolis 
lost 3 1-2 cents. 

A mild rally from the low just be- 
fore trading ended reduced the net loss 
of wheat futures here for the day to 
3-4 to 1 3-8 cents, September closing 
at 84 1-8 to 84 1-4. Independent 
steadiness was shown by near- y corn 
options and corn finished 1-4 to 1 
cent higher, September 75 3-4 to 
75 7-8. Oats were unchanged to 1-8 
up, rye 1-2 lower to 1 cent higher and 
barley was a cent up. 

Wheat futures here advanced more 
than a cent in early dealings, largely 
responsibe to higher quotations at 
Liverpool whereas the British market 
was due lower. Weather believed fa- 
vorable for rust spread in the north- 
west was reported. The opening gains 
soon disappeared under hedging pres- 
sure and profit taking, however, and 
there was a volume of liquidation at- 
tributed to long locals. Liverpool's 
Strength was partly the result of yes- 
terday’s sharp advance in southern 
hemisphere markets, reflecting drouth 
conditions in Argentina. 

Volume of trading was exceptionally 
light. There was little change in the 
character of crop news from the north- 
west, the reports continuing to stress 
presence of rust but containing no 
definite ideas of the extent of damage. 
The fact that cutting has started in 
some spring wheat areas tended to 
modify scares of extreme damage. 

Largely because of a Jimited inter- 
est, corn futures remained relatively 
steady, ignoring the decline in wheat. 
Establishment of a $11 hog top was 
reflected in higher provisions prices.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—(/)—~ 
The House consumed a feverish hour 
today wrangling over whether Presi- 
dent Roosevelt should be impeached 
and then wound up applauding a maa 
who said he didn’t really mean a col- 
league was “snooper” or “stool-pig- 
eon.” 

The springboard for the argument 
Was an interview by Representative 
Fish, republican, New York, in which 
he said he thought that “if” the 
President were impeached, the speaker 
of the House and democratic house 
leaders ought to be treated the same 
way.

“Ever since the gentleman (Fish) 
became the republican presidential 
candidate of Congressman Knutson, of 
Minnesota, and Former Congressman 
DePriest, he seems to have lost s)] 
sense of proportion and frankly many 
of us doubt if he even knows what is 
going on in the house. 
ve don’t think the gentleman from 
New York is hurting either the 
Speaker or the President.” 

Up jumped slendér Representative 
Rich, republican, Pennsylvania, to 
shout that “Roosevelt is a socialist, 
and not a democrat.” He implied that 
he thought the President should be 
impeached. 

hen Representative Fish, repub- 
lican, New York, walked in, to insist 
“it is evident to me that the Preai- 
dent has violated the constitution on 
one or more océasions.”’
